ciuno riding into their camii on hor.se- 
back and said th a t u party was on tho 
wa,y across tho desert anti ibeir teams 
had given out. Ho stated 
ho had 
plonty of money and many valuables 
in his wagon, und'th at if 
Captain 
Royiiolds would get 
them 
.‘jnfely 
across tho desort ho would i>ay them 
liberally for tho assist anco. 
Captnin 
Reynolds deputized his son to tako 
four yoko of oxen and start back for 
the party 
in 
distress. 
'J'bo latter 
brought them through safoly, and al­ 
though ho was offered a liaiid.qome 
rem uneration, gave tlie sci'vioe grat­ 
uitously. A lit^tlo further on tho part,y 
had two oxen stolen nnd lifr.

out of the trip.

Reynolds made the acquaint anco of 
n gonthMuan engaged in buying gold 
dust. He kept a small store, but liis 
knowledge of ihe business was so 
nieager that ho frequently made bad 
purchases

him out. While he wms in this busi­ 
ness he sent his purchases of gold to 
tho mints in San Francisco and P hil­ 
adelphia and some of the gold he had 
coined in London. 


A fter a few years in this business 
his health l>egan to fail and he sold 
out tio J. M. Douglass, an old friend 
wdio had drifted west from Dubuque, 
and having “ffone broke” w-as keeping 
bar in tho holol wdioro Mr. Reynolds 
W!i8 slopping. 
Surprised to find his 
friend so reduced in circumstances 
be enabled him to form a x>artuer- 
ship in a grocery storo and when he 
was about 
to 
leave the coast Mr 
Douglass had regained his fortune 
sufficientlv to purchase tho irold dust 
business 
from 
Mr. Re;^iolds. 
H e 
could not pa.v cash for the store, but 
crave bis note in part payment of the 
purchase tirico, 


BACK TO ENGLAND. 


Tn 1855 Mr, Reynolds sailed from 
San Francisco for England, crossing 
the Isthm us 
of Panam a, which, in 
those days was a dangerous trip. 


D uring all this time Mr. and Mrs 
Reynolds and the form er’s father had 
been togetheT, but the companionship 
was broken ten days iift«r their ar 
rival in England, where his father 
died. 


Mr. Reynolds resided in England 
fov six years, although in 1856^he 
crossed the wator and came to New 
York, w'here ho met Mr. Douglass by 
appointment, w'ho paid off the note he 
had given him a year before. 
. 


Iu passing it will bo interesting to 
mention th at Mr. Douglass died in 
California about Iwd years ago, leav­ 
ing an estate worth $.1,700,000, 
Two 
nephews were educateti in this city 
nnd tho ostale pas.sed lo thorn, as !Mr. 
Douglass had no childrcu. 


Ivi'aving Englaiul in 180.1, Mr.. R eyi 
nolds came direct 
to 
Jacksonvillo 
again nnd settled on a farm west of 
tho c;ity, whoro h<‘, lived for four 
years. In 18156 ho purchased his pros- 
out home, where ho has resided for 
thirty-eight years. 


A fter his renmval l,o the city liü bC' 
camo interested oxtonsivcly in real 
estate in .Inoksonvillo and Cliica^'* 
Ho \vas in businos.s in Chicago for ju st 
tliirteen months and h i s ,biggest trade 
was made with tho late C arter Har^r 
risen, father of t.bo p r e s e n t mayor, 
and during the thirteen months he 
made a net profit of $33,000.
